Dr Bryn Hughes, who was a 
reader and youth club leader at 
Christ Church, Coombe Road, New 
Malden, was convicted of indecent 
assault in September after a woman 
in her 30s came forward and said he 
had abused her when she was 18.

The woman reported the assault 
in 2007 after she heard Hughes had 
won an award at Buckingham 
Palace. 

She was outraged that he would 
gain positions of trust in the com¬ 
munity and was worried he might 
re-offend. 


Hughes visited the victim at an 
address in Kingston in 1994 when 
she was 18 and indecently assaulted 
her by fondling her breasts. 

On September 26 he was found 
guilty by a jury of one count of in¬ 
decent assault and was cleared of 
three other counts against different 
women. 

Defence counsel Roy Brown told 
the sentencing hearing at Kingston 


Crown Court on October 17 that this 
was an isolated incident in Hughes’ 
otherwise “blemish free” career 
with the church. 

He said: “Dr Hughes has a severe 
deficiency of common sense and his 
judgement in areas of human rela¬ 
tionships is questionable to say the 
least.”

Among the suggest¬ 
ed solutions was a separate 
area to stop smokers congre¬ 
gating outside, but centre man¬ 
ager Paul Coates admitted 
there is no where it could go. 

YMCA residents were sent 
letters last week asking them 
not to smoke on the street, but 
the rule could not be easily be 


enforced because it is not ille¬ 
gal, he added. 

Mr Davey, who attended the 
meeting, said that YMCA resi¬ 
dents are not always to blame 
and were more strictly vetted 
than vulnerable people living 
in flats, owned by housing asso¬ 
ciations. 

He called for more thought 
over the number of potential 
trouble-makers who are 
housed in one area because 


“services are stretched”. 

A spokesman from Kingston 
Council, which nominates ten¬ 
ants to social landlords and 
specialist schemes for vulnera¬ 
ble people, said: “Before mak¬ 
ing a placement great efforts 
are made to ensure that the ac¬ 
commodation is suitable in 
terms of its type, facilities and 
location.”

“In a career with his church he supplied 
comfort and support to many people, 
both young and old, and went out of his 
way to help people,” said defence counsel 
Roy Brown 

“This was the one isolated lapse of 
judgement in more than 50 years of com¬ 
munity work.” 

A spokesman for Southwark Diocese 
said: “It is a great sadness when someone 
in a position of responsibility within the 
church betrays the trust and high regard 
in which they are held. 

“Bryn Hughes no longer holds a licence 
as a reader within the Church of Eng¬ 
land and an agreement concerning Bryn 
Hughes’ attendance at church has been 
in place since these matters were 
brought to the attention of the diocese, 
this will continue following his sentenc¬ 
ing. 

“Our thoughts and prayers are with 
those involved and with the parish.” 

Judge John Crocker told Hughes that 
he had severely abused his position of 
trust and escaped prison by the narrow¬ 


est of margins. 

“You have displayed what your counsel 
describes as questionable judgement but 
what I describe as reckless stupidity,” he 
said. 

“I am very tempted to send you straight 
inside because what the [victim’s] family 
went through is quite beyond belief. 

“I am just persuaded that it would be 
best to have you under supervision 
rather than pass a short sentence of 
imprisonment and then you being out on 
the streets.” 

Hughes was given a two-year communi¬ 
ty rehabilitation order and was ordered 
to sign the sex offenders’ register for five 
years. 

He was also ordered to pay £2,000 costs 
and given a sexual offences prevention 
order banning him from working, or com¬ 
ing into contact with women under 18.

Business owners slam 
'rigged’ Tesco survey 


Tesco bosses are asking leading sur¬ 
vey questions about their proposed 
Tolworth development to give a 
false impression that it is popular, 
angry local businesses have 
claimed. 

The supermarket giant has been 
surveying local businesses along 
the Broadway over the past week as 
part of its consultation, before it 
submits a planning application in 
the new year. 

But shopkeepers have labelled the 
five-minute questionnaire a farce, 
saying the “rigged” questions just 
give Tesco the answers it wants to 
hear. 

Sugi Siba from Tolworth News 
said: “They are silly questions and 
they are doing it for the sake of it. 

“Nobody wants the Tesco here but 
they keep asking us. Are they try¬ 
ing to wind us up?”

Among the questions was one 
which asked if 600 new homes and 
improved pedestrian crossings over 
the A3 would help their businesses. 

Some 70 per cent of respondents 
have so far answered yes. 

Businesses selling food products 
have disputed the findings, saying 
that customers would not be 
prepared to walk to the Broadway 
from the Tesco car park. 

Syed Siddie, manager of Garesh 
Greengrocers, said: “Everybody in 
the Broadway is worried about 
their business. The people coming 
to Tolworth will just shop at the 
Tesco.” 

James Wiggam, corporate affairs 
manager at Tesco, denied that the 
questions were leading and said the 


survey was designed to get people’s 
ideas. 

He said: “With the questions they 
were given, they were given the op¬ 
portunity to say if they didn’t think 
the development and the housing 
would benefit them.” 

Original plans for the former 
Toby Jug site received such fierce 
opposition that Tesco bosses with¬ 
drew the plans in February 2007 
and went back to the drawing 
board. 

The new proposals for 600 homes, 
a supermarket and a sports centre 
will be unveiled in mid November 
in an exhibition at the Your Move 
estate agent in Tolworth. A website 
is currently being set up by Tesco 
for residents to share their views.

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Uni student jailed for 
drug-selling on campus 


A Kingston University student has 
been jailed for peddling cannabis 
from a halls of residence car park. 

Kingston Crown Court heard on 
October 17 that Arafath Ahmed, 21, 
had been caught twice in six 
months possessing large quantities 
of cannabis and cash. 

Police officers had executed a 
drugs warrant in Willingham Way, 
Kingston, on March 7 and were se¬ 
curing the building when Ahmed 
arrived with a black bin liner filled 
with small packages of cannabis. 

The cannabis weighed 560g and 
had a street value of £1,800. 

When interviewed he denied 
knowing what was in the bag, but 
told officers he had a £100 a day 
cannabis habit. 

Then, when Ahmed, a second 
year media technology student 
who was transferring to study law, 
was on bail, officers were called to 
the car park of the Clayhill halls of 
residence, Burney Road, Surbiton, 
on September 22, where a man in a

vehicle was acting suspiciously 

Officers searched a hired black 
Seat Leon, which was being driven 
by Ahmed, and found he had £220 
and three mobile phones. 

In the passenger footwell, there 
was a black rucksack containing 35 
bags of cannabis and correspon¬ 
dence addressed to Ahmed. 

A search of his house, in 
Kingsnympton Park, subsequently 
turned up another £850 in cash, a 
mobile phone, individual plastic 
bags, two sets of scales, body ar¬ 
mour and a knuckleduster. 

John Donnelly, representing 
Ahmed, said his client, who admit¬ 
ted having had a cannabis addic¬ 
tion for “six or seven years” had 
racked up £8,000 student debt and, 
in his naivety, had chosen the 
wrong path to clear them. 

He said Ahmed’s dreams of a ca¬ 
reer in law were in tatters. “He has 


lost everything. His career, which 
he worked so hard for, has gone,” he 
said. Sentencing Ahmed to two- 
and-a-half years imprisonment, 
Judge Shani Barnes said nothing 
less than jail was appropriate. 

She said: “You were involved, in a 
sustained way, with dealing drugs 
to local students. 

“You made a serious error of 
judgement. 

“There is a general belief among 
the young that whatever the law 
says, cannabis is just fine. 

“You are living proof that 
cannabis is not fine and destroys 
lives.” 

A cash forfeiture hearing to de¬ 
termine whether police can keep 
the cash seized from Ahmed, will 
be held in April next year. 

Kingston University said it has a 
zero-tolerance policy on students 
dealing drugs and Ahmed will be 
withdrawn from his course.

A spokesman at the hospital 
said: “Through Stuart’s recogni¬ 
tion that children have unique 
fears and misconceptions and are 
not miniature adults, it has been 
found that children are more com¬ 
pliant during plaster cast proce¬ 
dures. 

“In the past children might have 
required sedation for a large cast 
removal, but this is now unusual

A veteran peace activist has 
penned a new book about the po¬ 
tential of democracy to save the 
world from the scourge of war.

He said: “I can remember being 
kind of accidentally involved in a 
way in that I saw on TV the origi¬ 
nal Aldermaston March and it 
was quite inspiring. 

“There was a lot of young peo¬ 
ple and mothers pushing prams 
and I started to wonder what I be¬ 
lieved. 

“We consider it perfectly justi¬ 
fied that leaders take grand deci¬ 
sions of foreign policy, whether 
Britain should develop an atom 
bomb, for example, or go to war in 
Kosovo, or make treaties, all this 
done perfectly legitimately, be¬ 
hind closed doors sometimes, and 
then simply announced to our 
parliament. 

“I can’t help feeling pessimistic 
about the track record but there’s 
no point in doing nothing and let¬ 
ting it go on.” 

Mr Davis who is originally from 
Australia is now a member of 
Kingston Peace Council and lives 
in Thames Ditton.

Sacked council boss to appeal 


The man who was responsible for man¬ 
aging Surrey County Council's £1.4bil- 
lion property portfolio is appealing 
against his unceremonious sacking a 
little under a year after he started the 
job. 

Tony Dunn, 64, former head of asset 
management, was suspended in July 
when the council discovered he had 
been banned from holding political of¬ 
fice for a year for ignoring planning 
rules in his former role as a Tory coun¬ 
cillor in Wycombe. He has since re¬ 
signed from elected office. 

Adding to complications, the £72k-a- 
year senior post he held was meant to 
be “politically restricted” - reserved by 
law for civil servants with no party af¬ 
filiations. He was sacked on August 19 
for not telling his bosses about the disci¬ 
plinary action that he was facing when 
he started the job 10 months ago. 

Mr Dunn believes it would be better if 
his appeal was decided by somebody un¬ 


related to his case. 

He said: “I am still awaiting the out¬ 
come of the appeal. What I find difficult 
to understand is how I’m appealing to 
the line manager of the two people in 
the chain. There must surely be a con¬ 
flict of interest."” 

A spokesman for Surrey County Coun¬ 
cil said: “This is a confidential matter 
between Surrey County Council and Mr 
Dunn.” 

In March, just after starting the job, 
Mr Dunn was found by the Standards 
Board to have “totally and, arguably, 
wilfully ignored” planning rules. 

He wrote to fellow councillors at 
Wycombe District Council on council 
notepaper in October 2007, to try to per¬ 
suade them to grant planning permis¬ 
sion for a local property developer. 

But he neglected to mention he 
worked for the developer as company 
secretary and that his brother was a 
consultant for the scheme.

Trade suffering from excluded traffic 


Nine months after Kingston 
Council experimented with ex¬ 
cluding traffic in Market Place, it 
has launched a consultation to 
see if the plans have been suc¬ 
cessful.

University may build 
classrooms on fields 


A controversial planning applica¬ 
tion by Kingston University 
would see temporary teaching fa¬ 
cilities for 250 staff and students 
built on its sports ground in Tol- 
worth. 

The university, which has 20,000 
students, wants permission to 
build temporary classrooms on its 
Tolworth Court Sports Ground 
Site in Old Kingston Road, in the 
event of an emergency. 

The site also borders residential 
streets and the Kingston Perma- 
culture Reserve but Kingston Uni¬ 
versity said the proposed 
classrooms were part of its busi¬ 
ness contingency plan and if per¬ 
mission were to be granted, they 
would only be erected in an emer¬ 
gency. 

A spokeswoman said: “Kingston 
University, like every large organ-

isation, needs to have a plan in 
place in case an emergency arises, 
so that it can continue to operate. 

“In the event of a major incident 
on campus resulting in the clo¬ 
sure of teaching space, the uni¬ 
versity proposes that portable, 
self-contained buildings be sited 
on two tennis courts at its Tol¬ 
worth Court sports ground for a 
period of up to six months. It is a 
contingency plan that the univer¬ 
sity hopes, should permission be 
granted, that it will never need to 
implement.” 

Kenneth Taylor, 61, of Tolworth, 
said that while he understood the 
university’s position, he did not 
want the area to become a “con¬ 
crete jungle”. 


He added: “I just hope they won’t 
be an eyesore and ruin what is a 
very nice area. Wouldn’t a porta¬ 
cabin in a car park do?” 

Chessington South Councillor 
Rob Lee, said: “I can understand it 
might be tough on the residents 
but we have to balance this with 
not hindering genuine contingen¬ 
cy plans. It is now down to the res¬ 
idents to give very clear 
directions to the council at the 
consultation stage and I am sure 
there are safeguards which can be 
put in place to stop it becoming a 
permanent building site.” 

Residents have until November 
5 to make representations in writ¬ 
ing to the council about the pro¬ 
posed application.

Flood-plan scheme work gets under way 


A four-month scheme to stop 
Kingston homes falling victim to 
flooding started on Monday. 

As part of an £8.4m flood relief 
scheme in Kingston, Hawks Road 
will undergo major engineering 
work to construct a new storm 
sewer. 

The busy road, often used as a 
cut-through to Kingston’s one-way 
system, will be closed between 
Cambridge Road and Portman 
Road for six weeks after Christ¬ 
mas. 

Andrew Wolfe, project manager 
for Thames Water, said the im¬ 


pacts of climate change, popula¬ 
tion growth and development in 
the area had placed increased 
pressure on the sewer network and 
the work was essential to stop 
more misery. 

“Residents in Hawks Road have 
suffered from the distress of sewer 
flooding for many years,” he said. 

“This essential scheme will help 
protect these residents from flood¬ 
ing and give them peace of mind at 
times of heavy rainfall.” 

Mr Wolfe admitted disruption 
was “inevitable” but said the long¬ 
term benefits for the community 


outweighed this. 

A Kingston Council spokesman 
said it was working with Thames 
Water to minimise any disruption 
to motorists and residents. 

He said: “Kingston Council is de¬ 
lighted that Thames Water has 
found the money to do this extra 
work that will bring relief to resi¬ 
dents and businesses that have suf¬ 
fered for too long from flooding.” 

The work is scheduled for com¬ 
pletion in March next year.

How did you get the role? 

I was a member of the Nifty Feet 
dance school in Wimbledon which 
is run by Lynne Paige.

After six auditions they said I had 
got a part and I was jumping up and 
down and screaming my head off I 
was so excited.

Environmental champ 



Eco-warrior: Martin Birley’s an environmental inspiration

From wearing double-layered 
trousers in winter to avoid crank¬ 
ing up the thermostat, to giving up 
his driveway for a car club scheme, 
every sphere of Martin Birley’s life 
is dedicated to the environment. 

Many people are only just becom¬ 
ing aware of the environmental im¬ 
pact of climate change but Martin 
has been trying to save the world for 
almost 40 years. 

He said: “I’ve been concerned 
about the environment since 1970.1 
think the eureka moment for me 
was when I read the Blueprint for 
Survival in 1972 which talked about 
the unsustainable way we were liv¬ 
ing, even back then.” 

Martin lives in Kingston with his 
wife Veronica, and his environmen¬ 
tal involvement in the borough is 
mind-boggling. 

He petitioned Kingston Council 
last year to create an energy strate¬ 
gy, which is now in its draft version, 
and earlier this year he set up Tran¬ 
sition Town Kingston, an initiative 
which aims to get Kingston think¬ 
ing about climate change and sus¬ 
tainability. 

He also co-chairs the Eco-Foot- 
print working group, which brings 
council officers, residents and com¬ 
munity organisations together to 
try to reduce the borough’s eco-foot- 
print. Kingston is the first in the 
country to adopt this as a measure 
of environmental performance. 

Martin also spends his leisure 
time helping develop the Kingston 
Permaculture reserve and belongs 
to the Kingston Upon Thames Local 
Exchange Trading Scheme (Kut- 
lets) where people can swap 
unwanted goods. 


In recognition of his efforts, Mar¬ 
tin was crowned green champion at 
the 2008 Green Guardian awards 
earlier this month. 

He thinks everyone can make a 
difference and said: “It’s about 
thinking globally but acting locally 
and small little changes really can 
have an impact.” 

Martin certainly means business 
when it comes to going green. His 
company, Birley Health Impact As¬ 
sociates, which he runs with his 
wife, is internationally-recognised 
for advising companies and govern¬ 
ments and safeguarding communi¬ 
ties from the impact of 
development. 

Martin’s influence has clearly 
rubbed off and his son works for 
Siemens in Germany on a carbon 
capture project which helps prevent 
CO 2 emissions by catching and stor¬ 
ing the carbon dioxide before it en¬ 
ters the atmosphere. 

But, unlike many busy business¬ 
men, Martin shuns a car and at¬ 
taches a trailer to his bicycle to 
ferry the shopping home. 


He has even let car club Streetcar 
to use his driveway to provide a 
shared car for the community 

He said: “A lot of people will say 
they need a car for supermarket 
trips but we need to provide people 
with choices, such as the car club 
scheme or promoting cycling.”. 

Martin also lives a scrupulously 
green lifestyle at home. He said: 
“I’ve just found a new shower head 
which uses half as much water.” 

He has also turned handyman, in¬ 
stalling secondary glazing through¬ 
out his home and fitting a 
five-minute timer to his shower. 

His message is the environment 
has to be everybody’s business. 

“The idea with the Transition 
Town project is to have a big party 
while everyone does what they 
can,” he said. We are all individuals 
and some people can do a little and 
some might be able to do more but if 
your heart is in the right place we 
can have a positive future.”

An apology printed in the Daily 
Express on October 16 said: “We 
suggested that the holiday compan¬ 
ions of Kate and Gerry McCann

might have covered up the true 
facts concerning Madeleine 
McCann’s disappearance and/or 
misled the authorities investigat¬ 
ing her disappearance. 

“We also reported speculation 
that one member of the group, Dr 
Russell O’Brien, was suspected 
of involvement with Madeleine’s 
abduction. 

“We now accept that these sugges¬ 
tions should never have been made 
and were completely untrue.” 

In a joint statement read outside 


the High Court by Fiona Payne, the 
friends said: “The defamatory 
stories written about us were not 
only extremely damaging on a 
personal level, but we strongly feel 
were detrimental to the search for 
Madeleine. 

“Although we are very pleased 
with the result, it changes little 
when Madeleine’s plight remains 
ongoing - she is still missing and 
the abductor is still free.” 

The seven will donate the money 
to the Find Madeleine fund.

Brian Mark: “Act now before it’s too late”

One of Britain’s leading re¬ 
newable energy experts told an 
enraptured audience last week 
how climate change was every¬ 
body’s business and it was time 
to act now before it was too 
late. 

Speaking at the Celebrating 
Green Kingston event on Octo¬ 
ber 13, a passionate Brian 
Mark, of Kingston-based 
Water and Energy Efficient 
Housing, said it was every¬ 
body’s responsibility to make 
positive lifestyle changes. 

“We have to reduce the ener¬ 
gy we consume and we can do 
this by changing one or two lit¬ 
tle lifestyle choices,” he said. 

“This is not about being hip¬ 
pies, it’s absolutely essential. 
This can and will have a real 
and detrimental effect on our 
economy if we don’t act.” 

As one of 20 advisors to the 
Government on renewable en¬ 
ergy, Brian said the task facing 
us in the future was monumen¬ 
tal. 

He said if Britain does not 
meet European Union targets 
of 20 per cent of energy com¬ 
ing from renewable sources by 
2020, the penalties would be 
huge. 

“We have become energy 
junkies in the UK because we 
found oil and gas in the North 
Sea and we dragged it out as 
fast as we could and now its

nearly gone,” he said. 

“That has come as a bit of a 
shock to many.” 

Brian, along with his wife 
Gwenda, know their stuff 
when it comes to building a 
sustainable future and scooped 
the Green Guardian award for 
best green building at the cele¬ 
bratory evening. 

The Marks have built four 
sustainable flats in Richmond 
Road, Kingston, known as 
Higgs Yard. 

They included a host of eco 
schemes such as collecting 
rainwater to use for flushing 
the toilets, using solar thermal 
panels to heat the communal 
hot water tank and using sus¬ 
tainable materials throughout 
the design. 

There are also communal re¬ 
cycling facilities, a turf roof to 
attract wildlife and a court¬ 
yard with fruit, herbs and flow¬ 
ers. 

Mrs Mark said: “As consul¬ 
tants we were telling develop¬ 
ers this is how they have to 
build so we thought it was time 
we put our money where our 
mouth was and do it our¬ 
selves.”

Mr King’s self-pitying atti¬ 
tude is not typical of other 
homeless people in similar cir¬ 
cumstances, who would not 
justify the taking of another 
human being’s life just be¬ 
cause they were homeless and 
had spent their weekly state 
benefit “on other things”. 

Next time Mr King wants a 
meal, he should have a look 
around the town - as there is 
plenty of discarded food on 
cafe tables and benches. Or go 
to Sainsbury’s when it throws 
out food. 


A lot of it is quite edible. I 
know because I have eaten left¬ 
over food in the past when I 
was homeless for several 
years. Also, just before 5pm 
(before the binmen clear up 
Market Place), there is fruit 
and veg, bruised but edible. 

As a last resort, Mr King 
could also pawn or sell some of 
that hand jewellery he was 
wearing in the photograph and 
buy a meal. 

I would like to add that pi¬ 
geons live their lives on the 
brink of starvation and I have 
often seen people, who are hun¬ 
gry and homeless and have lit¬ 
tle themselves, sharing their 
bread with the pigeons and 
other birds. 

I thought the displaying of 
feathers in his hat a pathetic 
gesture. It shows his total 
disregard and lack of con¬ 
science for other creatures.

NEW ROAD CAR TEST : PEUGEOT 207 RANGE 


Movin’ on up 


To follow one phenomenal success 
story with another takes some 
doing, but to do it a third time has 
given Peugeot a huge challenge, 
writes Steve Ghosley 
Its 205 supermini started it all off 
in 1983 and things got even better 15 
years later with the 206, a car that 
was to sell more than five million 
units worldwide. Now the onus has 
fallen upon the 
model we look at \ 
here, the 
latest 


Priced from £9,295, Peugeot is tak¬ 
ing care that the 207 is positioned 
closely to key competitors like Re¬ 
nault’s Clio and Fiat’s Grande Punto. 

That’s despite the fact that it 
claims its latest model sets new class 
standards in terms of trim quality 
and equipment levels. The design of 
this car follows the corporate image 
seen on other models in the range 
like the 307 and 407 with the large 
‘smiling’ grille and sharky front 
light clusters. The neat 
styling has shades of 
206 about it, yet 



the car is completely different, based 
on the company’s ‘Platform 1’ floor 
pan which it shares with the 1007. 
The striking and rather sporty look, 
which was designed in-house by Peu¬ 
geot’s own stylists, should ensure a 
strong customer following. 

The car is offered in both 3-door 
and 5-door hatchback form or as a 
CC folding hardtop coupe. If you 
need estate versatility, there are also 
SW derivatives on offer. 

Peugeot is offering a choice of six 
petrol and three diesel engines. The 
petrol models offered are a 1.4-litre 8- 
valve unit producing 75bhp, a 1.4- 
litre 16-valve unit producing 90bhp, a 
1.4-litre VTi with 95bhp, a 1.6-litre 
VTi giving out 120bhp, plus 150 and 
175bhp 1.6-litre turbo options. 

The diesel offerings are all second 
generation common-rail high-pres¬ 
sure direct injection powerplants 
and start with a 1.4-litre HDi produc¬ 
ing 70bhp. This is followed by a 1.6- 
litre HDi 16-valve delivering 90bhp 
and a range-topping version of the 
same engine with a variable geome¬ 
try turbocharger producing llObhp. 

Sitting inside the 207, you can im¬ 
mediately sense that this car is far 
removed from the 206 in terms of its 
quality and elegance. Plus the 207, 
even in its most basic trim level, is 
head and shoulders above its 


equivalent 206 model in refinement. 

The elegant centre panel houses all 
the usual heating, ventilating and 
audio switches and the binnacle be¬ 
hind the steering wheel features 
three circular dials, mirroring those 
usually seen on a motorcycle. The 
overall effect is very pleasing and 
gives the impression of a very up¬ 
market product. The front seats are 
very comfortable and appear to give 
good support. In the rear, as with 
most vehicles in this sector, the 
available space is rather limited to 
the size of the passenger and driver 
seated in the front. With the front 
seats fully extended backwards, the 
space in the back can be a bit re¬ 
stricted. 

Equipment levels? Well, air-condi¬ 
tioning is available in two specifica¬ 
tions, dual zone manual or 
automatic. Useful features include 
automatic activation of the dipped 
beam, automatic front windscreen 
wipers, electric front windows with 
one-touch automatic reverse control 
and a remote control for the radio 
situated under the steering wheel. 

Safety has been designed into the 
207 and has already earned a five 
star rating from the EuroNCAP 
tests. The 207’s front end contains 
two impact absorption structures 
borrowed from the 407 that dis¬ 


tribute impact energy more efficiently 
in the event of a collision. Sill rein¬ 
forcements and tubular bars in the 
doors aid structural rigidity. 

Numerous airbags are installed in the 
207 and the front two ‘adaptive’ airbags 
have a dual-generator function that can 
vary their pressures according to the 
severity of the impact.
